WHS gym demolished in preparation for new construction

- WILMINGTON - During the storied history of 
Wilmington athletics, during a particularly impressive win 
in basketball, volleyball or wrestling, the cries of the crowd 
could have been said to bring down the house. During the 
final rousing numbers of certain dances, the gym seemed as 
if it were being rocked to its core, on the verge of exploding 
from the energy within. While these moments certainly felt 
like everything might just come tumbling down, during 
February vacation week the Lawrence Cushing Memorial 
Gymnasium will literally come tumbling down. 

The WHS Lawrence Cushing Memorial Gym was demol- 
ished at 8am on Wednesday, February 20, with the disman- 
tling beginning the previous week. The gym has been in full 
use since its construction in 1986. Twenty seven seasons of 
athletic competition, school meetings, pep rallies and home- 
coming dances have occurred under its roof. The construc- 
tion of the new High School, which is designed to look sig- 
nificantly different than the current high school and occupy 
a different space, will have a different “footprint” according 
to Jeff Hull, Town Manager. As such, the destruction of the 
Lawrence Cushing Gymnasium is necessary so that the new 
gym can be constructed in the correct location, as well as 
mdking room for other construction.

25 years ago... 


The Town Crier fire

The call came shortly 
before midnight on Feb. 24, 
25 years ago. It was my 
brother Stu. “Fire at the 
depot,” he said. 

“The depot” was the old 
North Wilmington railroad 
station, the Town ‘Crier 
office. 

“How bad?” I asked. He 
didn’t know. ; 

I got dressed, jumped 
into the old ‘65 Chevy and 
headed for North 
Wilmington. It was only 


about two miles, but it — 


seemed like 50. 

The fire was pretty much 
knocked down by the time 
I arrived. It had been 
mostly in the back room, 
where Lorraine Stickney 
had a hair salon. It had 
also gone up into the attic, 
where there was a small 
office and some storage of 
old newspapers. 

The newspaper office 
really only took smoke and 
water damage.’ The fire- 
fighters were expert in 
their work, covering as 
much of the office as possi- 
ble with tarpaulins. 

If there were any good 
news, it was that it was 
Wednesday night and the 
paper had been printed 
and. delivered. There was 
one full week to move the 
office and produce the next 
issue of the Town Crier. 

That was a monumental 
challenge, but we had plen- 
ty of help. Everyone on the 
staff pitched in, along with 
many friends and. neigh- 
bors. We had a staff meet- 
ing at Stu’s house at 9 a.m. 
the next morning, launch- 
ing a week of nonstop 
effort. 

Steve Lawrenson had just 
built two office buildings 
behind the depot, and the 
Town Crier moved in there 
two days after the fire. 
Steve boarded up the win- 
dows in the depot, too. 

The phone system had no 
electrical power, but a 
phone wire was run out a 
window. Cathy Pacini and 
Jeanne Purtell stood out- 
side the window, taking 
phone calls. 

The worst damage was to 
the MacIntosh computers,

which all took some 
smoke. Bill Meegan was 
conveniently located 


across the tracks, and he 
worked at cleaning, testing 


and I waited well into the 
evening. It wasn’t until the 
next day that I went out to 
pitch the new paper. 

The centerfold of that

and replacing the comput- 


ers. 

Probably the toughest 
part of the challenge was 
the decision making. 
There were: many things to 
deal with, and they were 
all demanding immediate 
attention. 

Even before the fire was 
out, our insurance. agent, 
Duncan MacLeod was on 
the scene. “Don’t sign any- 
thing,” he said. 

We had always referred 
to the paper as “the weekly 
miracle.” That week, it 
truly was one. In spite of 
the fire and all the trou- 
bles, the paper came off 
the press the following 
Wednesday, on schedule. 

The old depot was like a 
member of the family. My 
father, Capt. Larz Neilson, 
had rented the building 
from the Boston and Maine 
Railroad in 1955. About 
five years later, he pur- 
chased the building from 
the railroad, and it was in 
that depot that he had pub- 


lished the Town Crier for. 


32 years. 

I was nine years old when 
he first occupied the build- 
ing, and I was totally fasci- 
nated with what was going 
on. He was building things, 
counters, cabinets, every- 
thing you would do to con- 
vert a railroad station into 
a newspaper office. Then, 
as we came into November, 
he shifted gears. The time 
at the depot wasn’t for car- 
pentry, but writing. 

The first issue of the 
Town Crier came out on 
Nov. 17, 1955. I hightailed 
it out of a Cub Scout meet- 
ing so I could go deliver 
newspapers that after- 


noon. But Vol. 1 No. 1 was 
late coming off the press, 


first issue had a cartoon 
image of the depot holding 
its ears as the Town Crier 
strolled by, ringing a bell, 
calling out the news. 

The depot was more than 
just Larz’s office. It was a 
small real estate venture. 
He sublet the former ticket 
agent’s office to Herman 
Moe for a real estate 
office. Moe was a violinist 
in the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra. Someone 
named McGinnity rented 
the back room. There was 
a newspaper delivery serv- 
ice, P&M News, owned by 
Joe Babbitt. They would 
pick up the Boston papers 
from the train, and distrib- 
ute them around 
Wilmington. Rusty 
Brabant had a taxi stand, 
just outside the door, with 
a phone box on the wall. 

For heat, the building 
had a large pot-bellied coal 
stove in the L-shaped wait- 
ing room. There was no 
running water or rest- 
room. There was a boiler 
room, though, and I helped 
Larz plaster that room so 
that a furnace could be 
installed. It, was a forced 
hot air heater with over- 
head ducts. The tempera- 
ture could be 100 degrees 
at the ceiling, but at the 
floor, it would be uncom- 
fortably cold. Larz had 
dropped ceilings installed, 
to keep the heat from ris- 
ing so easily. 

There was a cellar, but it 
was completely unusable, 
with charred timbers, the 
remains of the earlier rail- 
road station, which burned 
in 1912. 

When Larz bought the 
depot, I was given the task 
of painting it. This turned 
into a project that took the 
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whole summer, taking the 
building from yellow and 
red to red and white. That 
same year, he rented much 
of the building to Valley 
News Co., the distributor 
of the Boston papers. Five 
years later, a large back 
room was built, and Valley 
News moved its office into 
the back room of the 
depot. 

I didn’t realize it at the 
time, but the wall of the 
furnace room was moved 
and a plywood access door 
was installed next to the 
oil burner. That access 
door proved to be the flaw 
that sealed the fate of the 
building, some 22 or 23 
years later. 

Valley News had _ long 
since moved out, and the 
Town Crier occupied near- 


‘ly the whole building, 


except the back room, 
where the Valley News 
office had been. Whenever 
the burner needed servic- 
ing, the repairman would 
go into the hairdresser’s 
room and open the access 
door. 

On the night of the fire, 
the furnace cycled over but 
didn’t light. When that 
happens, it is supposed to 
shut down. But it didn’t. It 
cycled .over again, pump- 
ing in a second prime of 
fuel. When it ignited, it 
blew, and the access door, 
even with an aluminum 
plate, provided no protec- 
tion. 

The fire completely 
destroyed the hairdress- 
er’s shop and part of the 
attic. It didn’t make it into 
the newspaper _ office 
because Valley News had 
built a wall of 3/4 inch ply- 
wood and had a solid door 
installed after a burglary. 

The depot sat boarded up, 
forlorn and gray for a cou- 
ple of years. Finally the 
building inspector said it 
was time to do something. 
So it was torn down. 

Then one day, Alan 
Fenton walked in, wanting 
to place an ad for his 
building on Lowell Street. 
He didn’t get the ad, but he 
did sell his building, which 
became the Town Crier 
office for the next 20 years. 

The Town Crier is now 
published at the Daily 
Times Chronicle plant in 
Woburn. The paper also 
has a desk at the West 
Real Estate building at 386 
Main St. Wilmington, next 
door to the Bank of 
America. That desk is 
staffed Monday, Tuesday, 
Thursday and Friday from 
11 a.m. to 2 p.m. Material 
for the paper may be 
dropped off at any time.

Firefighters speak out on 


South Station closures 


Dear Residents of 
Tewksbury, 

We are writing this letter 
to inform you of the status of 
the Tewksbury Fire 
Department, specifically 
with regards to the South 
Street fire station. Back in 
the summer of 2008, the fire 
chief reluctantly agreed to a 
temporary closure of the 
station in order to help the 
town balance its books. Most 
cities and towns were hurt- 
ing financially and 
Tewksbury was no excep- 
tion. That same strategy 
was used again the following 
summer. But as the town 
regained a financially-stable 
footing, the closing of the 
south station continued. 

What began as a one-time, 
“fwo-month closure is now 
entering its 6th year with no 

“end in sight. The duration of 
closure has steadily grown 
to over 6 months out of the 
yéar and may quite possibly 
be on its way to. complete 
elimination. The only lapse 
in this ongoing decline in 
fire and emergency medical 
services was the successful 
effort of a group of con- 
eerned citizens at the 2012 
annual town meeting. 
Money that the town manag- 
er cut from the fire depart- 
ment budget was restored 
for one fiscal year. But 
ignoring the spirit of that 
town. meeting, the town 
manager is again under- 
funding the fire department 


for the FY14 budget which’ 


will undoubtedly result in 
the south station closing for 
6 months, give or. take. 

In the discussion at that 
town meeting in 2012, it was 
explained by the town man- 
ager that there was. not 
enough money for both a 
fully-funded fire department 
anda street sweeper. Rather 
than allocate the money 
vinisntens the sweeper, those 

attendance voted against

f tERRS. selectmen, and the 
finance “committee, and 
restored the funding to the 
fire department in order to 
keep the South Street fire 
station open. When the new 
sweeper was funded later 
that: year, it reaffirmed our 

epee that keeping all fire 

ie ons open is not a matter 
of finances, it’s a matter of 
priorities. 

Opening the South Street 
fire station by bringing the 
fire department back to full 
staffing would mean restor- 
ing about $350,000 to its 
budget. The town manager 
has made it very clear that 
he has no intention of using 
money from the stabilization 
account to stabilize the fire 
department. Ironically 


enough, the stabilization 
account has been funded in 
no small part by large cuts 
to the fire department over 
the last 5 years. 

There has been talk of hir- 
ing additional firefighters to 
cut down on overtime when | 
other firefighters are on 
vacation. But study after 
study has shown that paying | 
overtime is the more cost- 
effective way in the long run 
to provide coverage for the 
fire department. Either way 
the town chooses to go, we 
are after one thing and one 
thing only and that is a year- 
round, fully-staffed fire 
department to meet the cur- 
rent needs of this communi- 
ty. : 

We have prided ourselves 
on stepping up many times 
to help the town manager, 
past and present, deal with 
financial difficulties going 
back as far as the recession 
of the early 1990’s. The fire 
captains tried their best 
nearly a year-and-a-half ago 
in discussions with the chief 
and town manager to restore 
the needed protection to the 
residents of this community. 
We’ve grudgingly come to 
the conclusion that fire and 
medical safety is low on the 


town manager’s priority list 


and that we as firefighters 
ean do little to nothing to 
restore the funding. to 


reopen the station fulltime | 


for FY14 and beyond. 

We feel. that. it’s now..time 
for you, the taxpayer, to get 
involved. There are several 
things that you can do if you 
would like to see the South 
Street fire station remain 
opened. You could write, 
call, or visit your selectman, 
town manager, fire chief, or 
finance committee member 
and let him/her know your 
feelings on this issue. A bet- 
ter option would be to attend 
the annual town meeting in 
May and exercise your right 
to vote. Our fear is that if 
nothing is done soon, we 
may be witnessing the final 
phases of South Street fire 
station. 

Whatever direction the fire 
department heads, and no 
matter how many fire sta- 
tions we have closed, the 
firefighters of this town will 
do their very best to answer 
each and every call in a 
timely and_ professional 
manner: :

ments in education and transportation, his plans to 
raise revenue to fund such investments are anti-family, anti- 
woman, and anti-business. 

In order to create a 2ist Century educational system and 
eliminate a structural deficit in our transportation systems, 
Governor Patrick is proposing raising $2 billion in new rev- 
enue for his FY14 $34.8 Billion budget. State spending, 
| according to the Massachusetts Municipal Association (a 
professional group for the management of cities and towns) 
| will rise by 6.9 percent under this proposal. 

Governor Patrick calls this a “growth” budget and recog- 
| nizes the burden of tax hikes, stating in his budget message, 
| “There is no good time to raise taxes. I know how tough 
| times have been on the people and families of the 

Commonwealth. I would not ask if I did not believe in my 
| heart that investing meaningfully today in education and 
| transportation will significantly improve our economic 

future. But because we all have a stake in that future, we 
| should all contribute to paying for it.” 

“The Governor’s proposed FY’ 14 State Budget is one of 
the most expansive plans to raise taxes and increase spend- 
ing that our state has ever 
seen. Not only does it contain 
a litany of tax increases and 
the systematic elimination of 
important deductions for chil- 
dren under 12, college tuition, 
and MBTA passes, it goes 
even further in the quest for 
| new revenue by taking money 
from the stabilization fund 
and even borrowing against 
expected new receipts,” said 
|Senate Minority Leader 
| Bruce Tarr in a statement. 
“The current state budget is 
facing a fiscal shortfall of 
| approximately $540 million, 
unemployment levels are at a 
standstill, and the economy for the next few years is far 
from stable. Massachusetts and the nation are not yet out 


|: you haven’t read the governor’s budget proposal yet, 


| history. We cannot turn to tax and spend tactics and expect 
| to reach the economic prosperity we experienced before the 
| global recession.” 

Very responsibly, Governor Patrick has proposed a num- 
ber of measures to build this revenue, including tax reform, 
to create a more progressive system. But the devil, as they 
say, is in the details. 

First, he proposes a drop in the sales tax from 6.25 percent 
to 4.5 percent. Since I was opposed to the sales tax increase 
in the first place, this is a great idea in my opinion. The hike 
| in sales tax hurts local businesses, particularly small busi- 
nesses in the Merrimack Valley and I’ll never understand 
why so many local politicians supported the hike. Notably, 
| Representative Miceli did NOT support that tax increase 
and neither did then-Senator Sue Tucker. 

Gov. Patrick also proposes, “dedicating all proceeds [from 
the sales tax] to a fund for public works to support trans- 
portation, the school building fund, and other infrastruc- 
ture.” The reduction in sales tax would move Massachusetts 
from the 13th highest in the U.S. in sales tax to the 36th. The 
sales tax will also now cover candy and soda (the fat tax) 
and increase taxes on cigarettes and smokeless tobacco, 
raising together an estimated $219 million annually. 

Second, Governor Patrick proposes a 1-point hike in the 
income tax, from 5.25 percent to 6.25 percent, and doubling 
the personal exemption. A move that the Governor says is 
“fair to all according to their ability to pay.” 

The third revenue proposal in this trifecta includes 
“Eliminating outdated and overly complicated special 
favors in the tax code.” 
| So let’s review those “special. favors” in the tax code. 
Governor Patrick proposes eliminating 44 personal income 
tax exemptions and deductions that, according to the 
Massachusetts Taxpayers Foundation, would see an 
increase of $1.08 Billion. 


Under the ‘Families, 
hold onto your wallet’ category... 


The elimination of the ‘Dependent under age 12 deduction’ 
will raise an estimated $162 million, but prevent families 
from deducting $3,600 for one dependent or $7,200 for two or 
more dependents. This change will affect more than half a 
million families. 

Working parents will no longer be able to deduct business- 
related childcare expenses. While adding only $18 million 
into state coffers, parents would lose the ability to deduct 
$4,800 for one dependent or $9,600 for two dependents from 
personal income for childcare costs while parents work. 
How’s that for a complicated special favor? 

If an employer provides child-care, employees that utilize 
the service can no longer exempt up to $5,000 from person- 
| al income. 

In an insult to foster parents (and a disincentive to foster 
parenting), qualified payments for the care of foster chil- 
dren would be considered personal income instead of 
exempt (and foster parents would now have to pay a higher 
rate on that ‘income’). That will raise just $4 million or 0.01 
| percent of the overall $34.8 billion budget. 

In another major boost to the budget, the Governor pro- 
poses eliminating deductions for adoption fees and employ- 
er provided adoption assistance, raising just $600,000, but 
affecting more than 1,000 families. 

The Governor also proposes eliminating a number of high- 
er-education related deductions, including tuition payments 
| for either a tax filer or a dependent, raising an estimated 
$43 million. Recipients of scholarships and fellowships will 
now have to include those funds as taxable income, affect- 
ing 255,000 filers. Though he claims his budget makes high- 
er education more affordable, apparently for those students 
that work hard in school and receive academic or athletic 
scholarships will be penalized. 

While the new health insurance program will allow parents 
to keep adult children on their health insurance until they 
| are 26, Governor Patrick is proposing to eliminate a $1,000 
exemption for dependents age 19 and over that are full time 
students, raising just $10 million.

In addition to keeping all sales tax proceeds for infta: 
structure, the Governor proposes raising $46 million by no 
longer allowing employees to exclude the value of parking, 
MBTA passes or vanpools provided by employers from their - 
personal income. Workers that spend more than $150 annu- 
ally on commuting costs can no longer deduct MBTA week- 
ly and monthly passes or tolls. 


But wait, there’s more. 


Workers will have to pay taxes on the value of sales 
contributions to accident or accidental death insurance. 
Contributions to Health Savings Accounts will no longer be 
deductable. 

In our lethargic real estate environment, the governor has f 
proposed taxing all gains from the sale of a primary resi- - 
dence, even for those over 55 or the sale of a first home. That - 
alone will raise $285 million and affect 55,000 households. 

Perhaps the biggest whopper is the proposed elimination 
of the $2,000 deduction from personal income to offset con- 
tributions to Social Security and public pension systems, 
raising an estimated $357 million and affecting 3,585,000; 

There are even more “spe- 
cial favors” slated for elimi- 
nation, including credits for 
removing lead paint (a public 
health issue affecting many 
low income families), interest 
on savings, meals provided 
through work, septic system 
repair, premiums on group 
life insurance, even. the 
renewable energy source 
credit, and certain capital 
‘outlays for farmers. Personal 
charitable giving deductions 
are also slated for elimination 
under this plan. 

The budget also proposes 
increases in MBTA fares, turnpike tolls, and Registry ‘of 
Motor Vehicle fees. According to the MMA, those hikes com- 
bined with gaming and other revenues will raise $25 million 
for transportation programs in FY14, growing tenfold ‘to 
$270 Million in just three years to 2017. 

Gov. Patrick wants to add $132 million for expanding early 
education programs or less than $377,000 if divided evenly 
for each city and town in Massachusetts, which of course it 


- would not. For Tewksbury to institute full day kindergarten, 


let alone universal pre-school, would cost more than $500,000 
annually. 

$173 million will go to the state’s public colleges and uni- 
versities under this plan. 

But many expected educational aid programs will remain 
stagnant and underfunded at the post-mid year cuts level 
from this year including the special education “circuit 
breaker” program, which helps municipalities cover 
extraordinary costs of certain special needs students, costs 
to transport homeless students under the federal McKinney- 
Vento act, and reimbursements for student transportation at 
regional school districts. Since these programs are all man- 
dated, the burden will once again fall on property taxes. 

I’m not clear on what message the governor is trying to 
pass along to voters who take the time to read what he’s | 
planning, but to this editor, this proposal seems off the rails.” 
With the best education system in the nation, why are we 
expanding into new programs rather than better funding 
programs we already underfund? With this economy, a 
modest budget that incentivizes private sector growth 
rather than punish working families and single parents is 
better government. 

“Moving forward, we do need to recognize the importance 
of education, transportation, and other state spending, but 
we also need to ensure that we understand the difference 
between wants and needs, that we first address existing obli- 
gations, that we only spend what we can afford, and that 
incenting the private sector to spend money and create jobs 
is equally or more effective than bringing that money first 
to rns Hill before spending it through bureaucracy,” said 

Tarr. “[The] proposal is being touted as a “growth” budget, 
and it certainly grows taxes and spending. Yet it sory fe 
cause economic shrinkage rather than growth.” 

Residents should be aware that the governor’s generous 
local aid promises may only be met with these massive ‘tax - 
increases and loss of deductions, and town leaders that base - 
their budgets on the proposed bill will likely see a rauch - :

Minority Leader Bruce Tarr 
nixes Senate bid.

BOSTON/WILMINGTON - State 
Senator and Minority Leader Bruce 
Tarr announced late last week that, 
after much consideration, he will not 
launch a bid for the U.S. Senate seat 
vacated by John Kerry. Kerry was 
recently confirmed as U. S. 
Secretary of State. 

Republicans have only recently had 
a few candidates jump into the race 
after ‘higher profile candidates, 
including Scott Brown and Richard 
Tisei, ‘opted not to take the plunge. 
Filling the seat might be possible in 
the special election, but most pundits 
agree that once the general election 
comes around, a Republican in 
Massachusetts stands little chance. 

In his statement Bruce Tarr writes, 
“Clearly there is need to change the 
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polarized culture in Washington, and 
the paralysis that occurs in response 
to critical issues time and time 
again. The election to fill the vacan- 
cy created by the resignation of U.S. 
Senator John Kerry undoubtedly 
offers an extraordinary opportunity 
for Massachusetts voters to send 
someone to the U.S. Senate who can 
politically diversify the state’s feder- 
al delegation and bring a critical 
new perspective to bear on key 
issues such as economic growth, 
crushing federal debt and the need 
for sweeping reform.” 

Tarr explained that his role in the 
Massachusetts senate, right now, 
outweighs a possible federal run, cit- 
ing oversight failures at a ‘rogue 
compounding pharmacy,’ the state 
drug lab, a ‘faulty sex offender reg- 
istry system,’ and waste and abuse 
in the welfare benefits system. , 


Tarr refers to the Governor’s pro- 
posed revenue measures contending 
that “as household budgets and our 
state’s economy are struggling to 
recover from one of the worst reces- 
sions in our nation’s history, we are 
confronted with a tax-and-spend pro- 
posal with massive and continuing 
tax increases and whopping increas- 
es in spending.” 

“In my role as Minority Leader of 
the Senate, I have been committed to 
confronting these problems and 
defending the best interests of the 
people of our state. Although our 
caucus is small in number, our role 
in protecting public safety, securing 
fiscal discipline, protecting taxpay- 
ers and growing the economy is crit- 
ical, and I cannot in good conscience 
turn away from this mission when 
our state needs leadership now more 
than ever.”

Keep South Station Open 


Dear Editor, 

Don't call 911 if you live in 
South Tewksbury! Sounds 
crazy if you're choking, hav- 
ing a heart attack, hit by a 
car, or trapped in a burning 
building right? But based on 
the impending closing of the 
South Fire Station you may 
be better off calling 
Wilmington, Billerica, or 
Andover depending on your 
nearest border. That's 
right....the South Fire 
Station is slated to "brown 
out", again, based on the 
budget proposed by the 
Town Manager at the last 
Selectman's meeting. Was 
this point a matter of heated 
debate or contention? 
NOPE! To paraphrase the 
only Board member to 
speak about it, “if it's what 
we have to do, then that's 
what we have to do/" Are 
you kidding me?!?!__ 

A quick look at the budget 
will not show what the truth 
is....it shows an increase in 
Salaries by roughly 5% but 
overtime. compensation is 
$30,000 LESS than when we 
were closing Southie back in 
2012! This means that 
sick/injury/vacation time is 
not going to be funded. 

My husband is a firefighter 
in another city so I know 
way too much about the 
"job". He uses me as a 
sounding board to get so 
many horrific events off his 
chest. The Critical Incident 
Stress Management team 
that comes to firehouses 
after tough calls encourages 
spouses to be aware so we 
can see if/when depression 
sets in. That being said, I 
know that seconds matter 
and minutes can seem like 
hours when they are trying 
to save a life, and how much 
it hurts rescuers when they 
can't....NFPA (industry 
standards) say that the time 
a crew is "on Scene" should 
be less than 6 minutes. Try 
holding your breath for 6 
minutes or keeping your 
hand over a candle for 6 


minutes to see just how long. 


that time really is. 

By having South 
Tewksbury Station closed we 
are looking at a drive time 
(not considering dispatch 
and getting to the rig...about 
90 seconds on average) of 9 
minutes to my house on 
Brown St. It's 3.5 miles 
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away....if an emergency. xy ad 
vehicle can do 45mph the 
whole way (traffic and stop 
lights aside) best bet for my 
families' safety is 7 minutes.

Hugh Wiberg: A man who loved his family, outdoors, and sports

The voice on the phone 
sounded willing, but not all 
that:able. Hugh Wiberg, one 
of the nicest men that this 
writer has ever met, was just 
being honest. “Thanks for 
calling Rick, but I’d rather 
not do an interview right now. 
I’m just not up to it.” Rather 
than be persistent, I simply 
thanked him for his time and 
all that he had done for me 
over many years. It was years 
ago that Wiberg — author, out- 
doorsman, feeder of wild 
birds, musician, photogra- 
pher, friend, husband, father, 
grandfather and last but cer- 
tainly not least, a gardener 
known for growing and dis- 
playing giant pumpkins — 
took a young writer under his 
wing and showed him the 
ways of Wilmington. 

Wiberg not. only knew a lot 
about the Town of 
Wilmington, but a whole lot 
about life as well. Lyme dis- 
ease had taken its’ toll by the 
time I called to ask for an 
interview from the man with 
the quiet, steady demeanor. I 
never saw Hugh Wiberg 
angry or even the slightest 
bit perturbed. He was always 
there to lend a hand not only 
with. me but with so many 
people he was meeting for 
perhaps the very first time. 
When Wiberg died on October 
2, 2009 at the age of 75 he was 
not’ only mourned in 
Wilmington, but all across 
New England, in the many 
areas where he fed wild 
birds, displayed his giant 
pumpkin hybrids — eventually 
named ‘squmpkins’ -- or 
enjoyed long walks in what 
many of us would call the 
‘wilderness.’ To Hugh, those 
walks were times when he 
would get away from the 


high-speed notion that 
devours most of us as we rush 
through life. 


Wiberg’s march was very 
much to his own beat. He 
could have been called jack 
of many trades, but in the 
end, Wiberg was a lover of 
life to the fullest. He was a 
quiet inspiration always 
seeming to be at peace with 
life- right up until the day 
that-he died. Hugh often was 
there to give some quiet 
advice. He would pull me 
aside and make some gentle 
suggestion that would affect 
me not only for the rest of the 
day~but ultimately, for the 
rest of my life. For that rea- 
son,. Wiberg is a major part 
ofthis ‘Inspiration’ series. 
Hugh Wiberg was one of the 
most inspiring people that I 
haye ever met in my life 
Some people you remember 
forever. Wiberg was one of 
those people. This is his story, 
and it is best told by Hugh’s 
family. and friends. Former 
Wilmington Town — Crier 
Editor Fred Neilson was a 
Wiberg friend for many 
years, and he has many fond 
memories to share as we 
begin this inspirational jour- 
ney. 


A love of the long 


walk and everything 
Wilmington 


“One of Hugh’s favorite 
hangouts was a family cabin 
on the shores of Great Bay, 
near Exeter, New Hampshire. 
Great Bay is the largest estu- 
ary on the East Coast, a salt- 
water lake linked to the 
Atlantic through the 


Pisquaticus River. Hugh was 
a great lover of wildlife, and 
could identify a great many 
birds, There is no better 


place for this than Great 
Bay,” offered Neilson. “If you 
were driving to Maine on I-95, 
it would be off to the left as 
you approached the Kittery 
Bridge. But Hugh didn’t 
approach Great Bay on I-95. 
He preferred to walk. It is 44 
miles from North Wilmington 
to the Wiberg cabin. 

“Every year on Patriots 
Day, Hugh would set off on 
his pilgrimage. ‘In the weeks 
leading up to April 19, you 
might see him on evening 
treks around Wilmington, 
working out for his annual 
walk. Or you might see him 
in the drug store buying foot 
therapy products. As chal- 
lenging as a 44-mile walk 
might have been, Hugh was 
always up for a challenge. As 
his 50th birthday approached, 
he changed his route, increas- 
ing the mileage to 50. He con- 
tinued on that path for many 


years.” 
Neilson, as did yours truly, 
had many motivational 


moments with Wiberg in the 
offices of the Town Crier 
(which became his second 
home of sorts) then located 


-in North Wilmington in what 


is now a commuter rail stop. 
Wiberg played a pivotal role 
in cultivating and then nur- 
turing the spirit of 
Wilmington through his work 
as a photographer/darkroom 
technician at the Town Crier. 
In a way, Wilmington was 
Wiberg’s garden his pathway 
to life. He would contribute to 
his town in so many ways and 
at the time an important 
motivational tool for young 
people was the reporting and 


photographing of Wilmington, 


High School sports. Wiberg 
was the free-lance sports pho- 
tographer, I was the ‘cub’ 
reporter and Fred Neilson 
was the editor. The publisher 
of the Town Crier, Captain 
Larz Neilson, was an admirer 
of Wiberg’s vast gardening 
background, and _ often 
splashed pages of the news- 
paper with Hugh’s efforts in 
the growing of a very unusual 
plant but more on that later. 
Wiberg would take photos 
and labor in the darkroom of 
the Town Crier for hours with 
staff photographer and 
advertising manager Stu 


’ Neilson. He would then com- 


pile scrapbooks for the 
Wilmington High School ath- 
letes. He began an ‘unsung 
hero’ award for the 
Wilmington High School foot- 
ball team. Hugh never took a 
dime for all this work, saying 
in his quiet, matter-of-fact 
way that all of this time 
logged off-the-clock was no 
big deal. For Wiberg, it was 
always time well-spent. He 
was doing the work because 
he loved Wilmington. 

“Some of the best photos of 
Wilmington High School foot- 
ball games in the 1970’s and 
80’s were taken by Hugh 
Wiberg,” says Fred Neilson. 
“He would be on the sidelines 
of every game, sometimes 
having to jump out of the way 
when a play would come right 
at him. He would take his 
film to the Town Crier for 
processing. The paper had 
its’ choice of photos, and 
Hugh would keep the film. At 
the end of the season, he 
would then spend an entire 
Saturday in the Town Crier 
darkroom, making 8x10 
prints, which he would then 
give to the players. He never 
took a penny for his work. 
Hugh was completely selfless 
in everything that he did.” 

“He was. always into 
Wilmington sports. It didn’t 
matter if he knew the kids or 
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Hugh Wiberg, front, shown here from 2000 with an unidentified riend, and one o 


not,” offers daughter Heidi, 
who was the first girl to ever 
compete on the boys’ team at 
Wilmington High School back 
in 1978, eventually setting the 
school record in the 50-yard 
dash in 1981. “He really loved 
the Mike Esposito football 
years in the 1970’s. My sister 
Wendy was a cheerleader and 
my brother Hugo was in the 
band. When I got to high 
school and ran track (she 
was instrumental in getting 
the first girls’ track team 
started in 1979) that was fun 
for him too. He loved to take 
pictures. He would come to so 


many of my track meets.. 


Taking pictures was both a 
passion and a hobby for him. 
Now I love photography, so I 
definitely get that from him.” 
Her father was the official 
photographer at his daugh- 
ter’s 25th high school 
reunion. Heidi holds on to 
those special memories of 
her dad and those years spent 
at Wilmington High School. 

“He loved Wilmington. He 
lived there his whole life- he 
never wanted to move. He 
had a great network of 
friends who grew up in this 
town. He touched so many 
lives.” 


A “silly old granddad” 
and a one-of-a-kind 
father 


Wiberg was born February 
28, 1933 to parents who immi- 
grated to this country from 
Sweden. They met when they 
both played in a Salvation 
Army Church Band, and their 
son would go on to be an 
accomplished musician him- 
self, playing a brass instru- 
ment known as the euphoni- 
um, which is slightly larger 
than a trumpet and smaller 
than_a tuba. 

Wiberg’s time years playing 
music is not well-known, 
because like most everything 
else in his life, he kept it to 
himself. There was always 
music playing in the Wiberg 
home. There was singing, and 
of course there was always 
dad hard at work practicing 
his euphonium. He enjoyed 
playing in the ‘New England 
Brass Band’ with his brothers 
and cousins, even recording 
several times and then play- 
ing concerts at Boston’s 
Symphony Hall.

There were also the twice a 
year concerts at the 
Wilmington Congregational 
Church. Hugh loved to play 
solos on the euphonium, but 
even then he never really 
took center stage. There were 
so many times when Wiberg’s 
love of music and family 
would take center stage 
instead. His son remembers. 

“One of my earliest and dis- 
tinct memories is way back 
about 1960,” offers Hugo 
Wiberg. “This was what I call 
the ‘before sisters’ period 
when we lived in Cambridge 
in four rooms rented from my 
mom’s father George 
Jackson. Dad was working at 
Carter’s Ink on the River in 
Cambridge and making 54 
dollars a week. My dad had 
been raised by Salvation 
Army ministers Hugo and 
Mary, and an important part 
of that upbringing was being 
trained in music, specifically 
brass banding, and when I 
came along, my dad was con- 
sidered one of the best, if not 
the best euphonium player in 
New England. In fact, the 
Salvation. Army created a 
staff band in New York com- 
posed of the best players in 
the country, and I’m told that 
dad could have been given:a 
job in their headquarters just 
so they could have them play 
in their band. 

“My dad had never been 
much for big cities and he 
was never much for big 
changes in his life. He was 
happy where he was here in 
Wilmington, where he could 
live near his brothers and be 
close to his summer destina- 
tion- Week’s Cabins in 
Greenland, New Hampshire.” 

“Dad was usually scheduled 
to play a solo with a 25-piece 
brass band that accompanied 
the Boston band each year. To 
get it just right, he would 
practice the piece over and 
over again until it became 
second nature to him. He 
would give special attention 
to the most difficult parts, 
playing them until they 
flowed out of the horn. | 

“We would hear him practic- 
ing in his bedroom, and I was 
drawn to my dad by this won- 
derful music. I was about five 
years old, and I thought that 
he was playing these concerts 
just for me. I would get up on 
my parents’ bed and use it 
like a trampoline, jumping 
and bouncing and enjoying 
every minute, and then when 
I got to share my joy of that 
concert with over 100 people I 
remember being so proud of 
my dad.” 

“My dad loved to challenge 
himself, and he did this in 
many ways throughout his 
life,” said daughter Wendy. 
“He played in both the 
Salvation Army Band and the 
New England Brass band, 
and I have memories of him 
practicing his horn for hours 
in his bedroom before the 
many solos that he performed 
so beautifully. He would prac- 
tice at what seemed like 
record-breaking . speed, 
telling me that if he could 
play that fast he would be 
able to play at the regular 
tempo easily. 

“On Patriots Day, when oth- 
ers were running the Boston 
Marathon, he would be walk- 
ing up Middlesex Avenue to 
his cabin in Greenland, New 


Hampshire. Various people 
would join him on this trek, 
including my brother one 
year, my sister another, and 
few of my cousins as well. My 
dad also challenged himself 
by growing these gigantic 
pumpkins, and sharing that 
joy by displaying those 
carved ‘monstrosities’ at the 
Wilmington Horribles Parade 
and carving and lighting 
huge jack-o-lanterns. at nurs- 
ing. homes. He started the 
pumpkin weigh-off at the 
Topsfield Fair, an accom- 
plishment that he was quite 
proud of. One last crazy 
example of how my dad 
would challenge himself was 
he taught himself how to say 
words backwards. 
Wilmington spelled back- 
wards is ‘not-gnim-liw.” 

“He was an avid gardener 
and birder both of which he 
wrote books about,” notes 
Hugo. “But no story about my 
dad would be complete with- 
out mentioning what an awe- 
some granddad he was. To 
say that he got a kick out of 
every cute word and facial 


_expression of his grandchil- 


dren would be an understate- 
ment. He was the quintessen- 
tial playmate, dancing 
around the kitchen with the 
little ones, read them an end- 
less number of: books, willing 
to read their favorites over 
and over like only a grand- 
parent could. He would allow 
his granddaughter to brush 
his hair up into a point at the 
top of his head and to put 
make-up on him a great visu- 
al memory that always puts a 
smile on my face. I’m so 
thankful for all of those mem- 
ories. He was a one-of-a-kind 
dad.” 

Always the team player, 
Wiberg loved the unusual and 
enjoyed exploring some little- 
known tidbits of life. But 
most of all, Hugh loved his 
family. 

Wiberg moved to 
Wilmington in 1961, and 
raised children Hugo, Wendy 
and Heidi for 48 years in the 
house on Andover Street. 
Wiberg came from large fam- 
ily with eight brothers and 
sisters, and with his first wife 
Dorothy and then his spouse 
of 22 years Barbara, man- 
aged to keep those family ties 
strong through all of his var- 
ied interests. Wiberg always 
came back to family and one 
of those long walks in the 
woods. Eventually, according 
to youngest daughter Heidi, 
he would come to be known 
as just “silly old granddad” to 
his six grandchildren. Hugh 
would come home, take off a 
heavy jacket and his trade- 
mark cap, grab a chair and 
read or play with the grand- 
kids. : 


“He wasn’t this kind of 
dynamic, inspirational fig- 
ure,” says Heidi (Wiberg) 
Hastings. “It was kind of a 
quiet inspiration. It was him 
leading by example. He never 
sat down with us and said, 
‘don’t do this or don’t do 
that.’ He just always taught 
us to not sweat the small 
stuff. That was one of his big 
mantras. He always said that 
life is too short to get all 
stressed out. He was always 
very calm and quiet. He 
never yelled. He had _ his 
share of stresses in life, but 
he would deal with that by

“According to 
a three-page essay on pump- 
kinssped germination sent to 
meshy. pumpkin guru Hugh 
Wiberg (whose claim to 
fame is that back in 1971 he 
invented the name ‘sqump- 
kin’ for a cross between a 
Hungarian squash and a Big 
Max:pumpkin- it’s a bit com- 
plicated.” 

The recipe for growing the 
pumpkins and the explana- 
tion that followed. might 
have>seemed a bit convolut- 
ed, ‘but Wiberg preferred to 
keep “things simple when it 
cartie to what mattered to 
hint the most. He loved help- 
ing: and encouraging others 
so they could share in all 
that. made his life so satisfy- 
ing,..What made this quiet 
man’s; life so inspiring to 
others? What was it about 
Wiberg that saw him caring 


about other people so uncon- : 


ditionally? So many of us 
keep’ a running tab on what 
makes a friendship work. 


- Wiberg never kept score. He 
- sought nothing in return for 


a simple act of kindness. His 
family. shared much of what

made Wiberg so special. 

His daughter Heidi remem- 
bers that her dad got to 
spend his years in retire- 
ment tackling those many 
interests with all of the quiet 
passion that he had for life. 
“He spent those retirement 
years basically pursuing all 
of his interests and hobbies.” 
One of those ‘hobbies’ would 
eventually lead to Wiberg 
hobnobbing with the likes of 
Martha Stewart and appear- 
ing many times on WBZ 
with host Dave Maynard. 
Wiberg ultimately would 
help to put the Topsfield Fair 
on the map. The fair would 
become a ‘must- attend’ 
event, when thousands 
would flock to see Wiberg’s 
unusual ‘giant’ creation. 
Hugh’s wife Barbara 
remembers one of the first 
pumpkins that garnered her 
rather low-key husband 
much attention. 

“The first of Hugh’s ‘big’ 
pumpkins was brought to 
the Topsfield Fair in October 
of 1983. Hugh had planned to 
take the ‘beast’- which 
weighed over 450 pounds to 
Buffalo, New York to be 
weighed at -the Great 
Pumpkin Commonwealth 
site. For six days, the pump- 
kin was on a rotating stand 
powered by a one horse 
motor, Needless to say, when 
Hugh went to lift the pump- 


kin, he put his hand right. 


through the bottom! .Lesson 
learned. The pumpkin had 
been cooked through and 
never made it to Buffalo.” 


A love of the outdoors 


takes its’ toll 


Eventually Wiberg’s love 
of the outdoors would take 
its’ toll, as Hugh was strick- 
en with Lyme disease not 
once, but three times. His 
book ‘Hand Feeding Wild 
Birds’ would depict in close- 
up photographs Wiberg’s 
unique ability to make 
friends with and eventually 
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feed wild birds. The photo- 
graphs and the story are 
remarkable. That love of the 
outdoors did however lead to 
an illness from which 
Wiberg never fully recov- 
ered. His daughter Heidi 
provided the heart-wrench- 
ing, yet courageous details 
of her dad’s illness. 

“With the pumpkins and 
the birds.....and of course he 
was out there in the woods 
with the deer...he spent a lot 
of the time in those areas 
where there are deer ticks 
that spread Lyme disease,” 
Heidi recalls. “The Ipswich 
River Wildlife Sanctuary 
became like his second 
home. He loved it there. He 
was a lot like Thoreau in 
that he really liked to be by 


himself. He really liked to be > 


one with nature. He would 
feed the birds in the winter, 
and he discovered that in the 
winter the birds were more 


-likely to get close to him 


when they were starving and 
needed the food. They 
became his little friends. He 
would always wear the same 
jacket and hat. He said that 
the same birds would fly to 
his hand every time. He 
would tell us that he really 
believed that the birds rec- 
ognized him. They knew that 
this person was constantly 
coming and bringing them 
food. This thrilled him so 
much and that became the 
book. He spent years photo- 
graphing these birds coming 
to his hand.” 

Wiberg fell ill for the first 
time in the early 1990’s, than 
contracted Lyme disease 
again around 1995. There 
would be a third bout with 
the disease around 2003 
according to his daughter. In 
2005, Wiberg would fall into 
a deep depression, unusual 
for a man who for so many 
years and found something 
to be optimistic about virtu- 
ally every day of his life. His 
daughter Heidi watched as 
her father began his first 


real battle with an illness of 
any kind. 

“He felt really crappy day 
after day and this is some- 
body who was never sick for 
his entire life. I would 
remind him of this when he 
was feeling down. I would 
say, dad... 
you went 70 years without 
ever having even a cold.” 
The child that the father had 
often inspired was now 
offering more than a hand- 
ful of inspiration herself. 

Wiberg’s family has a his- 
tory of Alzheimer’s disease, 
and by 2006 he was showing 
signs of significant memory 
loss. The Lyme disease had 
weakened his heart and his 
mind, but fortunately for his 
family, it never touched 
Wiberg’s soul. He would take 
the time to play with his 
grandchildren and walk to 
the corner store to buy the 
Town Crier. Hugh wanted to 
know everything about the 
Town of Wilmington, the 
town that he loved and the 
town that he would never 
leave. 

“Around 2007 he started 
falling down,” remembers 
Heidi. “The third time that 
he fell, that’s what landed 
him in the hospital. He 
never came home.” 


A dad’s challenge 


“When I was about 14- 
years-old, my dad started 
challenging me to race,” 
Heidi Wiberg recalls. “He 
saw that there was some 
potential there, so he would 
always say- ‘let’s race in the 
backyard. He ran track in 
college. He was a sprinter. 
That’s another thing that I 
inherited from him. He had 
long legs and he was fast. 
At the start of our races he 
would always beat me, but 
as the years went on the 
races would get closer and 
closer. I’ll never forget the 
day that I finally beat him. 
He once told me that it 
would happen eventually, 
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remember that.

because he knew that he was 
getting older and slowing 
down, and I was getting 
stronger and faster. 

“Not long after I began 
winning those races my dad 
introduced me to Coach 
Kelley at Wilmington High 
School. He wanted me to run 
track. He definitely was my 
inspiration to begin running 
high school track.” 

When Wiberg introduced 
his daughter to the leg- 
endary WHS’ track coach 
Frank Kelley, another leg- 
end of sorts was created, in 
that Heidi became the first 
girl to run with the boys’ 
team at the high school. She 
ran the 50, 100 and even the 
200-yard dashes at 
Wilmington High School. 
Heidi also ran cross-country, 
which she hated but still 
competed in at the request 
of Coach Kelley. All of 
Heidi’s efforts combined 
with Kelley’s support led to 
the first-ever Wilmington 
High School girls’ winter 
track team. None of this 
would have been possible if 
not for a dad’s challenge to a 
race in the backyard. 


A town’s loses its’ 


‘conqueror’ 


Some might say that 
Wiberg as a man would be 
hard to define. His life 
reflected so many interests 
and his friends all might 
have vast and different 
memories of the man. 
Ultimately, what the Town of 
Wilmington lost when 
Wiberg died was a man who 
never backed away from a 
challenge. Hugh would read 
this and quietly chuckle I’m 
sure. He would think that 
this recognition was too 
much and over-the-top, and 
be somewhat embarrassed 
by it all. 

Wiberg was all about the 
simple life and a quiet walk 
in the woods. His son Hugh 
points to a You Tube video of 
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his dad performing a piece 
on his euphonium. called 
‘The Conqueror’. Wiberg,

-On Saturday the two of 
them were among many of 
the highlights for the very 
young Wildcat team, who 
has really turned things 
around in the second half of 
thé season. Wilmington fin- 
ished with the aforemen- 
tioned fifth place out of 12 
teams. 

’ “We had an awesome tour- 
nament,” said head coach 
Mike Pimental. “What we 
have been talking about all 
Séason long was peaking at 
‘the right time, in the post- 
season meets and for these 
guys to do as well as they 
did today, place fifth out of 
12 teams is terrific.” 

Carta was a huge surprise 
coming out of the 152-pound 
division. He was the fifth 
seed and carne away with a 
second place finish, losing 
in ‘the finals to the No. 1 
seed, Sam Anderson of 
Danvers. 

‘*He had a great tourna- 
ment,” said Pimental of 
Carta.

Landmark School Wrestler 


Richardson finishes terrific 
f reshman season on the mat

Although only a freshman, 
Wilmington-native Kevin 
Richardson has _ already 
made quite the splash at 
‘The Landmark School’ in 
Beverly. 

This past weekend he was 
thé lone ninth grader on his 
team to participated in the 
Eastern Independent 
League’s’ New England 
Wrestling Championship 
Meet held at the Choate 
Rosemary Hall in 
Connecticut. He entered as 
the No. 2 ranked wrestler in 
his 120-pound class. He lost 

his only match of the tour- 
nament, but ends his season 
with an overall record of 11- 
6,’ including 7-2 against 
league competition. 

The 11 ‘wins is certainly 
impressive since Richardson 
is basically brand new to the 
spert. j 

“€Kevin’s) dedication to 
the: sport is very. impres- 


sive,” said Landmark ~ 
wrestling coach Kyle 
Piétrowski. 


Richardson first competed 
as a midfielder on the 
Landmark Varsity Boys’ 
Soecer team and was look- 
ing to get involved in anoth- 
er sport. 

“{ was looking for winter 
sports to do,” Richardson 
said. “Some of my friends 
pointed me in that direc- 
tion.” 

The Landmark School was 
founded in 1971 and services 
students from grades two 
through twelve. Landmark 
doubles. as both a day and 
boarding school. The school 
is "designed specifically to 
work with students who are 
dealing with learning issues 
such as dyslexia and execu- 
tive function _ disorder. 
Richardson has done a 
remarkable job thus far 
adjusting to the school, 


including balancing school-. 


work and sports. 

“I go right after school to 
my sport (I‘m playing at the 
time),” he said. “Then I have 
to (get driven) home and 
I’m up late at night with my 
homework.” 

Richardson made his varsi- 
ty? wrestling. debut on 
December 1, 2012 at. the 
Canterbury Invitational 
Toprnament. Though he lost 
his two first matches, he has 
pr ospered from both person- 

al training and team exercis- 
es with his fellow wrestlers. 

Pietrowski worked with 
Richardson to develop his 


strengths and overcome his 
difficulties. The coach real- 
ized that Richardson was 
strong at protecting his legs 
and had a great deal of 
power when he was on top of 


-another wrestler. i 
Part of the daily regiment 


that the coach puthim 
throgh involves grueling 
running workouts and time 
in the gym, with an early 
emphasis on learning basic 
moves and positions for a 
match. This ongoing condi- 
tioning has not gone unno- 
ticed by his coach, who sin- 
gled out Richardson’s condi- 
tioning work as a key factor 
in the young wrestler’s quick 
rise through the ranks of the 
team. 

Once a week, the team is 
taught a new move to better 
decimate the oppositions’ 
will. By increasing the 
amount of moves that a 
wrestler knows, Pietrowski 


- believes Richardson is alter- 


ing the rhythms of a match 
and creating a more fluid 
range of options. 

Over the course of a sea- 
son, Richardson has honed 
one move to particularly 
devastating effect, a move 
he calls: The 3/4 Nelson, 
which involves using your 
foot to hook the opponent’s 
and press their body into a 
ball on the mat. . 

“They don’t get out of 
that,” Richardson said, with 
just a hint of well-earned 
bravado. 

Pietrowski described 
another match-ending move 
which had been dubbed, 
“The Armadillo.” 


“If he goes for it and gets 


there, it’s a pin,” Pietrowski 
explained. “So he usually 
goes for it.” 

But wrestling is not merely 
built around who can outlast 
who with strength and stam- 
ina. It requires a mental 
component as well. 

In discussing his sports, 
Kevin characterizes plan- 
ning out a meet as being, 
“like a chess match.” It 
requires a great deal of 
focus and attention. As 
Kevin said, “The day before 
a meet I think about what 
I'm going to do.” 

This intensity has struck 
Coach Pietrowski, who com- 
mented that before a match, 
“No matter who it is, Kevin 
expects to win.” 

Pietrowski also took a 
moment to praise 
Richardson’s willingness to 
work with other, less-devel- 
oped teammates, including 
taking time after practice to 


help them refine moves that 
they had not quite mastered 
yet. 

Looking forward, 
Pietrowski is optimistic 
about what the future hold 


_ for the young wrestler, and 


is on the lookout for both 
bad habits that may form as 
time passes and for more 
matches to allow 
Richardson to show his met- 
tle. Next season, Pietrowski 
hopes to put Kevin into 20 
matches. 

A major pitfall for develop- 
ing wrestlers is falling back 
onto a limited number of 
moves and skills, honing 
those to peak strength 
instead of building up a wide 
range of options and abili- 
ties. 

Pietrowski said, “We want 
to add things to that reper- 
toire. “We want to keep 
developing an arsenal of 
abilities.” 

Richardson has already 
begun to apply the teachings 
from his time on the mat to 
other aspects of his life, and 
vice versa. He is already 
looking forward to spring 
track, where he will partici- 
pate in the mile and half- 
mile races. 

A Boy Scout, Richardson 
has found that the principles 
of one discipline carry over 
to others, 

He described the thought 
process as, “Don’t just stand 
there and do nothing. Push 
yourself.”

BILLERICA — It’s been a 
busy week for the Shawsheen 
Tech Wrestling team, or at 
least for several members of 
the team, but it’s doubtful 
you will find any member of 
the Rams complaining about 
being overworked. 

With the postponement of 
all sectional wrestling tour- 
naments on February 9 due 
to the Blizzard of 2013, the 
MIAA was forced to resched- 
ule the sectional tourna- 
ments to this past Saturday, 
February 16. In order to 
allow Massachusetts 
wrestlers the opportunity to 
compete in the All New 
England Tournament which 
will be held the weekend of 
March Ist and 2nd, the MIAA 
rescheduled their Division 
tournaments for Tuesday and 
Wednesday of this week with 
the All-State Tournaments to 
be held this coming Saturday 
and Sunday. 

This reshuffling meant that 
some of the top wrestlers in 
the state would be on the 
mats twice in just a four day 
span during the biggest 
meets of the season, which 
for Shawsheen Tech meant 
that many of their top ath- 
letes would be put to the test. 

Not surprisingly for the 
Rams, they passed this diffi- 
cult test with flying colors, 
just as they have nearly 
every test this season. 

On Saturday at Chelmsford 
High the Rams competed in

171 points as they had ten of 
their wrestlers finish in the 
top six of their weight class, 
including one champion and 
one runner up.

Thibault dominated on his 
way to the sectional title, 
winning all three of his 
matches by pin, first taking 
out Ben Fitzgerald of 
Methuen in 53 seconds and 
then taking down Chris Pena 
of Lawrence in 3:05 in the 
semi-finals. Thibualt capped 
off his championship day 
with a pin of Sean Sarault of 
Chelmsford in 5:21 in the 
finals. 

Pratt pinned Larry Gay of 
St. John’s Shrewsbury in 1:27 
in his first match of the day 
and followed that up with a 


pin of Connor Hartman of 


Leominster in the semi-finals 
in a time of 2:56. Pratt was 


defeated in the finals by 


James Clasen of Chelmsford 
in a 6-2 decision. 

Spinosa went 4-1 on his way 
to his third place finish, los- 
ing his first match of the day 
to Griffin Murray of 
Chelmsford. But he went on 
a roll after that loss, winning 
three straight matches and 
then pinning Murray in their 
rematch in the consolation 
finals in a time of 4:27.

That’s where we will go 
from here.” 

Throughout this season, 
Wilmington has had great 
success against some very 
high profiled teams. In fact 
the team finished with a 6-3- 
2 record against Division 1 
teams that will be compet- 
ing in the tournament start- 
ing early next week. That 
included wins over 
Burlington, Winchester, 
Arlington and Wakefield, 
while losses have come to 
Reading, MC and Woburn.

In the loss to Reading, 
Wilmington scored _ the 
game’s first goal just 4:45 
into it. Brian Pickett had the 
puck on the right point and 
purposely sent a slap shot 
wide, more like a hard pass 
to the right inside circle to 
Cam Owens, who quickly

The score remained that 
way through the first period 
despite Reading holding a 
12-6 advantage in shots.

Battleship 
Cove, the largest collection 
of decommissioned warships 
in the country, is just ninety 
minutes from town. In the 
shadow of the Braga Bridge, 
these majestic warhorses 
stand as both engineering 
‘marvels of their day, and fit- 
ting memorials to the sailors 
and Marines who served 
aboard. 

Admission discount 
coupons are available for 
Battleship Cove in local 
coupon books. If you get a 
Big Y card or have AAA ora 
military discount, you can 
use those, but even paying 
full admission toward the 
upkeep of these vessels is 
worthwhile. Parking is free. 
Some accessibility notes; 
there are lots of steep lad- 
ders: and narrow passage- 
ways on board these ships, 
as well as hatchways to pass 
through. Accommodations 
can be made but you must 
call ahead. Battleship Cove 
is not weather dependent, as 
most of your touring is 
inside the ships, but if you 
would enjoy a harbor walk, 
wait for a clear day.

Good Day to Die Hard, the 
actién-packed yet absurd 
néw thriller that once again 
stars Bruce Willis as the 
wrong-place, wrong-time 
cop John McClane. 

~ The laughs flow easily, as 
the 56-year-old Willis once 
again assumes the role of 
action hero, this time along- 
side’Jai Courtney, a young. 
Australian actor who plays 
prodigal son Jack to father 
John. 

In this Die Hard, the two 
drive maniacally through 
Moscow _ traffic; escape 
inescapable situations, and 
blow. away they: adversaries 


latest incarnation from a 
script by Skip Woods, which 
finds John McClane travel- 
ing to Moscow when he 
learns his estranged son 
Jack is facing a murder 
charge. But tables turn, and 
immediately upon arrival, 
John hijacks a car to help 
his, escaped son ‘flee from a 
bombed courthouse while 
being pursued by an army of 
bad guys. 

-It’s quickly revealed that 


Jack is a CIA agent out to - 


thwart a nuclear threat. But 
more important than world 
safety is the rift between 
father and son. 

:On one level, you have to 
admire the brazenness of an 
action movie that acts like 
the Cold War never ended. 

‘Its all more than a little 
silly, but Willis’ presence at 
least provides undercur- 
rents of easy humor. It’s the 
same old gag - a regular 
dude just wants to live his 
life, if only villains would 
stop plotting mass destruc- 
tion - but Willis winks his 
way through the story with- 
out wearing out his wel- 
come. 

‘Computer- gonerited 
imagery has made scenes 
possible that previously 
could only have been imag- 
ined, as helicopters ram into 
buildings, cars fly over lanes 
of: freeways, and explosions 
send. bodies flying, all 
resulting in only minor

scrapes for the indestructi- 
ble McClanes. 

And that’s where the film 
loses fans of the original. 
McClane appealed to so 
many in the first film 
because he came off as an 
everyman, thrust into an 
impossible situation, who 
could meet his maker at any 
moment. Now he’s. more 
like an indestructible super- 
hero, emerging with barely 
any damage for almost any 
encounter. 

Willis has said in recent 
interviews that there may 
be more installments in the 
series on the way. Fans 
should hope it returns to the 
original , formula — that 
birthed the franchise i in the 
first place.

thriller that starts out as 
one thing, does a complete 
180° in the middle and 
becomes something else - 
all the while remaining 
thoroughly entertaining. 

In the film, directed by 
Steven Soderbergh, Emily 
(Rooney Mara) plays a 
woman married to Martin 
(Channing Tatum), who has 
just been released from 
prison after serving a four- 
year term for insider trad- 
ing. She seems depressed so 
she consults psychiatrist 
Jonathan Banks (Jude 
Law) for help. He pre- 
scribes a new drug, for 
which he is being paid to 
conduct a clinical trial. 

From there, things spin 
out of control, affecting the 
lives of everyone, including 
another psychiatrist Dr. 
Victoria Siebert (Catherine 
Zeta-Jones), who Dr. Banks 
discovers has treated Emily 
previously. 

Although it's a little long, 
Steven Soderbergh directs a 
terrific script by Scott Z. 
Burns with admirable pace. 
He gets wonderful perform- 
ances by Law and Mara. 

As Mara experiments 
with a variety of treat- 
ments, "Side Effects" gets 
increasingly intense and 
unsettling. She becomes so 
unsure of herself that she 
has trouble separating truth 
from reality, and

Produced by Will 
Ferrell's company, you 
can't be blamed for thinking 
that 'Hansel and Gretel: 
Witch Hunters', update on 
the famous fairy tale of the 
brother and sister, who 
escaped the clutches of a 
witch by burning her up in 
an oven, would be a straight 
comedy. The film does con- 
tain its fair share of laughs, 
but coupled with the direc- 
tor's style, which seems 
anchored by the notion that 
there's enough blood in any 
scene, the movie ends up 
being a disjointed mess. 

The story, which is sprin- 
kled liberally with anachro- 
nisms and gizmos, begins 
with the young siblings 
being led into the woods by 
their father and deserted 
there together. The two, nat- 


_ urally, stumble into a cot- : - 
7 alan scenes are pure visu- 
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them. 

They figure out early on 
how to kill a witch - you 
need to burn her And as 
they save their own lives, 
they begin a career as witch 
hunters. Their latest assign- 
ment is from the mayor of 
Augsburg - Figure out who 
is kidnapping local chil- 
dren. 

Jeremy Renner (“The 
Bourne Legacy”) is a great 
actor, and he gives his 
Hansel character such a 
tongue-in-cheek approach 
that you can’t help but like 
him. Gemma _ Arterton 
(“Prince of Persia: The 
Sands of Time”) is his 
resourceful, no-nonsense 
sister Gretel. Both carry 
high-powered weaponry (for 
the period in which this is 
set, that is) and are expert 
shots. She carries a sort of 
automatic crossbow and he 
carries a kind of arm can- 
non. 

There are no surprises, 
unless you count the troll, 
as this is a straightforward 
exercise of pursuit and 
deduction with the siblings 
figuring out that the lost 
children are being prepared 
for a rite to be performed on 
the night of the blood moon. 
That night, all the witches 
in attendance will be ren- 
dered fireproof, something 
the head of the coven, 
Muriel wants desperately to 
see happen. 

The film is like pollen in 
the spring - all over the 
place, and doesn't do any- 
one much good. If I can say 
anything positive about 
“Hansel & Gretel” it’s that it 
at least looks cool. The
